Well-informed circles state that M. Litvinov’ Ss re- 
signation has no connection with the British 
answer to the Soviet proposals, because, al- 
though the answer was drafted.and agreed at 
' Wednesday’s. Cabinet Session, it has. not yet 
been submitted to Moscow. 


That the decision to let M. Lit- 
vinov resign was taken on a sudden 
impulse in Moscow is evidenced by 
the fact that even the Soviet Em- 
bassy in London was greatly sur- 
prised. 

In fact, when the First Secre- 
tary. of. the Soviet. Embassy....was 
asked to confirm the news, he den- 
ied the report. 

Later, he said that should it be 
true, M. Potemkin would be M. Lit- 
vinov’s successor. 

Only after considerable time was 
the Soviet Embassy able to con- 
firm M. Litvinov’s resignation and
